Next to the Bucks County Play­ 
house, a grist mill that became 
the State 
Theatre 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, and near the swank Play­ 
house Inn, sits the Parry Barn, 
a picturesque red and gray stone 
building. The renovated old bam 
houses a series of exhibits and 
shows which symbolise the artis­ 
tic and historical attractions 
of 
Bucks County and the Delaware 
Valley. 


New Hope is situated 
on the 
Delaware River at 
U.S. 
Route 
202, nine miles north of Yardley. 


The New Hope Historical So­ 
ciety, started in 1957 by a local 
physician and lawyer, purchased 
and made over the Parry barn 
as part of a civic project “ to 
stimulate the preservation of the 
best of the old and its intelligent 
synthesis with the forward look 
ing present.”

The society opened

near who in previous years would 
ask “ where are the artists?’’ or 
“ what does this town have that 
is picturesque?”

President Bradshaw Snipes told 
the Courier-Times today that the 
appointment of Ray Kaufmann to 
the board last June was legal, 
since all board m em bers unani­ 
mously approved the minutes of 
June’s meetings.

when Kaufmann was nam ed to 
the school board also said there 
was nothing illegal or improper 
concerning 
Kaufmann’s appoint­ 
ment. 
Despite the claim s of Snipes 
and Lipschutz, however, neither 
has denied that the minutes do 
not show 
that 
Kaufmann was 
elected to his seat by a polled 
m ajoriy vote taken a t a public 
meeting, as specifically required 
by the school code. Other board 
m em bers and the board solicitor, 
all of whom were contacted yes­ 
terday, also adm itted the minutes 
did not reflect Kaufm ann’s elec­ 
tion as being conducted according 
to the school code. 
Legality Questioned 
The legality of Kaufmann’s pos­ 
ition was questioned yesterday by 
Clifford W. Owles of Levittown, 
who is unopposed in seeking the 
Republican nomination for Falls 
school director in next week’s 
prim ary election. 
Owles 
m aintains 
that 
since 
Kaufmann was not elected by a 
polled m ajority vote of the board 
m em bers at a public meeting, his 
school hoard post doesn’t belong 
to him. 
Snipes, however, disagrees. He 
says that the June minutes state 
that Kaufmann was appointed to 
the post to complete H arry W ater­ 
boro rem aining six year term of 
office. W aterbor resigned because 
of ill health, leaving five and a 
half years of his term to complete. 
During the public July board 
meeting, the board m em bers un­ 
animously, in a polled vote ap­ 
proved the June meeting minutes, 
Snipes stated. 
Therefore, Snipes points out, 
the 
board 
m em bers 
approved 
Kaufmann’s seat on the board. 
Mrs. Jean Barshay, a board 
m em ber m ade the motion asking 
for the m inute’s approval and re­ 
ceived a second from board m em ­ 
ber Richard Davis, Snipes dis­ 
closed. 
According to Lipshutz, nineteen 
ballots were taken before Kauf­ 
m ann was chosen during a “ com­ 
m ittee of the whole” executive 
session. The vote for Kaufm ann 
w as four “yes” and two “ no” . 
W alter Almond w as supported by 
the opposition, Lipshutz says. 
M ajority Vote 
Lipshutz said he polled each 
board m em ber privately and all 
agreed to the procedure of an­ 
nouncing a 
m ajority 
vote 
for 
Kaufmann. 
After the decisive vote, board 
m em ber Richard Davis request­ 
ed that the board not vote pub­ 
licly for Kaufmann because he 
did not want to be em barrassed 
by having to vote in the m inority, 
as he did a t the executive ses­ 
sion, Lipshutz explained. 
“ At the tim e of the appointment 
the board acted in its best judg­ 
m ent,” Lipshutz said. 
Lipshutz said, “ Owles attended 
the meeting during which the ap­ 
pointment was m ade and never 
said one word. Why did he wait 
until now, one week before the 
prim ary .election, 
to 
m ake 
his 
charges? This move is nothing 
but politics.” 
Davis voted against Kaufm ann 
during the executive session, yet 
he was the one to recom m end 
the adoption of the June min­ 
utes. 
Mrs. Barshay, 
however, 
said 
that had she known that approv­ 
ing the minutes was approving 
Kaufm ann’s 
seat 
she 
certainly 
would not have seconded the mo­ 
tion, let alone voted in its fa­ 
vor. 
Mrs. Barshay said, “ In approve 
ing the minutes, 
the 
com plete 
board was approving an action 
that was not within the school 
code, according to Cavies. Snipes 
has adm itted this was wrong and
